6. Tosee if the town will vote to grant the free 
use of the Town hall Friday afternoon preceding Memo- 
rial Day for memorial exercises of the public schools and 
one evening to the High school graduating class. 


7. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,500 (being $30 each for 50 hydrants) or any 


other sum to be applied to the credit of the water works 
for hydrant service. 


8. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the laying of service pipes for the water 
works and the general improvement, care and mainten- 
ance of the water works system. 


9. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the care and support of the 
public library and the library building and lot. 


10. ‘To see what action the town will take in rela- 
tion to installing more street lights. 


11. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure state aid 
for the permanent improvement of highways, under the 
law passed at the January session, 1905.

17. ‘To see if the town will vote to purchase a steam 
road roller, and raise and appropriate money for the 
same, 


18. ‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
two crossings by the Whiting mill to be merged into one 
upon suitable conditions, make any necessary changes in 
the sidewalk, and appropriate money for the same, or 
act anything thereto. 


19. To see if the town will vote to construct a 
gravel sidewalk on Putnam avenue, and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


20. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the care and maintenance of 
the permanent roads constructed with state aid.

There remains in the hands of the committee $19.01, 
the unexpended balance from the appropriation for re- 
setting stones. There has been no occasion to draw upon 
this fund during the past year. 

It will be seen by the foregoing statement that 
$139.76 was expended for 825 feet of new road in the 
Village cemetery, and $111.86 for 500 feet of new road 
in Mt. Calvary cemetery, which makes quite an improve- 
ment in the yards. 

The grounds of the various cemeteries have been 
well kept and are in an improved condition. There are 
no outstanding bills contracted by the committee.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF ENGINEERS 


We submit the following report: On hand Jan. 1 
1912, three hose carts, 1000 feet hose, Kxcelsior fire en- 
gine, 18 firemen’s coats, 12 six-gallon fire extinguishers, 
6 three-gallon fire extinguishers, 1 45-gallon chemical 
engine, three Hastman nozzles with extra tips, 18 shov- 
els, one ladder truck with ladders equipped. 

We will name the places where the six-gallon hand 
extinguishers are placed: A. I. Curtis farm, W. A. 
Burton, Charles EH. Wright, Henry Blanchard, Oy Ee 
Frye, Frank Gray, George M. Batchelder, Frye Bros., 
George Chandler, George Badger, two at Central Sta- 
tiou. 

The three-gallon extinguishers are to be found at 
FitzGerald’s undertaking rooms, Hersom’s candy store, 
the post office, the Everett house, Quigley’s liv ery sta- 
ble, one at Central Station. 

During the year we placed the hand fire engine 
Carmi at West Wilton with 150 feet hose and all equip- 
ment. There is also 250 feet of hose at the Intervale 
hose house. 


THE FIRE LOSS 


The fire loss for the past year has been very small, 
owing to the promptness of the department in answering 
alarms, and the use of the chemical engine has saved 
much damage. There were nine alarms during the 
year, three of which were for fires in Milford. The de 
partment responded to all of them. The chemical en- 
gine was taken to Milford twice and once used.

Since last town meeting we have installed a fire 
alarm system at small cost which has no doubt saved 
the town many dollars since it was installed. We would 
suggest that every citizen look to the condition of their 
chimneys, thus saving the firemen a lot of work in the 
cold weather. 

We wish to thank everyone who has helped make 
this department what it is at the present time. We feel 
that in placing the chemicals outside of the village we 
have provided protection in many places and hope they 
will be appreciated and used when needed.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The School Board beg to report at the end of another year 
what we believe to be generally good progress and faithful 
work. While last year our attendance suffered from occasion- 
al cases of tonsilitis and several of diphtheria, we have been 
this year nearly free from interruption by such cause, ex- 
cepting at the West school, where the schoo! has been closed 
on acceunt of the numerous cases of measles and whooping 
cough. In this connection we wish to cal! attention to Chapter 
VI of the School laws which state that, ‘‘No parent or guard- 
ian, or person having the custody of any child, shall permit 
such child, if infected with any communicable disease, or has 
been exposed to such, to attend any public or private school.’’ 

Much as we regret the fact, we find the number of school 
children in all the rural schoois, except West Wilton, to be 

growing less and the question of wise management where but 
afew pupils are left in a distrct is often difficult. To find a 
proper and safe arrangement for transportation of pupils, at a 
price which can be afforded is a hard question. During the 
past year the board have had the West, JDavisville, and Inter- 
vale houses painted both inside and out. The others are also. 
in need of that work, and should be attended to the coming 
season. ; 

We feel that it is unfortunate that the plans for our excel- 
lent schoo] building did not adequately provide for growth. 
In consequence, although the High school room has extra 
desks to the limit, we have been compelled to seat a number 
of the pupils in the recitation room across the corridor. The 
chemistry rocm is so inadequate that the large classes have 
been compelled to work in small sections, making it very 
difficult for the teachers to secure the fulfillment of schedule 
work by the pupils. The grammar room also has been filled 
to the limit this year, We are glad to say, however, that the 
teachers have taithfully tried to adapt themselves to these 
conditions and do the best under the circumstances. 

The board are able to report that after much fruitless 
negotiation and correspondence, in various directions, it 
seems likely that a supervisory district may be formed with 
Winchester. Such a plan would make it necessary for a sup- 
ervisor to be for some days at atime, say a week, in each 
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place. Such an arrangement will probably be effected, should 
it meet the approval of the towns interested, at their annual 
district meetings. 

Criticism of teachers is often made on one ground or 
another. The board wish and expect each teacher to give 
every pupil a fair show, a square deal, and equal chance, and 
parents should see to it that they fulfill their part, and not en- 
courage insubordination, inattendance, or poor work, on any 
ground. And remember that teachers are but human, and 
show them every possible encouragement. A faithful and - 
Wise teacher earns more than her wages.

REPORT OF TRUANT. OFFICER 


To the School Board of Wilton, N. H.—I herewith pre- 
sent the report of my services as Truant Officer for the year 
ending Feb. 15, 1912. 

I have investigated twenty-four cases of truancy during 
the year, mostly in the spring and fall terms, and the same 
conditions appeared as in the previous year.
